We uotlce that oar flab commissioners use a varied nomencla¬ 
ture in their reports, and, without attempting to dictate in this 
matter, we think that »ome standard ahouhl he adopted now that 
Ichthyology la being cleared of the mlata which have long sur- 
tuounted it.

Our position Is this: All American Fithcultural and Angling 
writer a should adopt one eyelfm of nontenclature. Which system 
shall this bet This is a question to be decided by each Individual 
accordlug to hla preferences; for ourselves we choose that which 
has been adopted by tbe United States Fish Commission and the 
Smithsonian Institute, and which might properly be called tbe 
American system, and la the product of the labors of America' 
most distinguished Ichthyologists of to-day, auch as Gill, Baird 
Jordan, Goode, Bean, Yarrow, Cope and others, who have had 
better opportunities of working up cur native fishes than any 
others. 

It is but fair that we should Inform our unprofessional readers 
that there are many Ann-rlcan naturalists who do not accept the 
teachings of this school, and who still follow In their nomencla¬ 
ture of American fishes the divisions laid down by foreign 
authorities. It la not to these, however, that this article la ad¬ 
dressed, but to those whose absence of technical knowledge on 
this subject leads them to use the first Latin or Greek name 
which cornea to hand from tbe last hook or list which they have 
read, aud to this class we propose to present the “ American sys¬ 
tem of nomenclature,” as In use by the United States Commis¬ 
sion on Fisheries, leaving It entirely to individual option whether 
it la followed or not. 

To fairly present the opposite si 'e f the question, we will give 
the following extract from a letter from a gentleman who has* 
paid much attentlou to this question, and Is a scientist aa well« j 
one greatly interested In fishculture, written In answer to'one 
from us In which we mentioned our Intention of writing the 
present article. He says: " With the present views of auiinal 
development, generic nomenclature la a matter of ‘ tbe taste and 
fancy of the speller’ (aa Sam Weller said). 

“ Names lu zoology are chauged fur two reasons: 1st, because 
they are not the earllett. In this case It Is right to change to that 
by which they were first described. 2d, Because the genera are 
mbdlvided and one nr more sro genera with n*w names are added. 
For example, Salrno trvlta, somebody thinks the genus Salroo 
should be divided, and so calls this fish Trutta trutta. 

“ Now, this second cause Is twenty times more fruitful of new 
names than the first, and, as I said, under tbe development theory, 
there Is no law by which a genua may be defined. 

“Bo Dr. Gill may call a thing a new genus and Mr. Stelndachner 
In Vienna, may disagree with him and Dr. Gunther, in London, 
may differ from both. Who is to decide I Nobody! You may 
think the 1 Smithsonian school’ a great supreme court tn zoology, 
but the Europeans snap their fingers at It, and tbe Smithsonian 
has full liberty to snap back again. You will now see to what I 
referred In a former letter wbeu I cautioned you about ’ getting 
lutoa foreat;' as tbe Californians say, I havo been thar.” 

Aa we have previously stated, we merely Intend to give tbe 
nomenclature of tbe “Smithsonian school," which wc choose to 
follow In tbe absence of anything better, for tbe benefit of those 
who, having no “ school, 1 ' follow noue. The latest “ revision of 
tbe Salmonldc," by Gill and Jordan, divides tbe genua Balmo 
into four genera, retaining tbe name for those which have tbe 
“ vomer flat, Ita toothed surface plane; teeth on the abaft of the 
vomer In two alternating rows, or In one tlgxag row, placed 
directly on the eurface of tbe bone, not on a free keel-like crest," 
etc., wbtle the “booked Jawed salmons" of tbe Pacific coast with 
“no hyoid teeth; snout In maleatn the spawning season In typi¬ 
cal species greatly distorted, tbe premaxillariea prolonged, book¬ 
ing over the lower Jaw, which tn turn la greatly prolonged up¬ 
ward and forward, and somewhat booked at the Up; the teeth of the 
premaxillariea and of the Up of tba lower Jaw beln* then greatly 
enlarged; a Utah; bump alto developed before the dorsal fin;

Concerning the fresh water black bassea It Is fair to say that 
tbelr nomenclature la uot yet settled even, by tbe authorities 
whom we follow. For the small mouth wo have written M. 
achigan, the specific name given by Raflnesque and followed by 
Goode, Instead of M. ealthoidet Lacepedo aa followed, by Gill. 
Tbe fact Is that tbe names of these fishes are tar from settled, It 
being almost Impossible to determine from tbe old descriptions 
to which of tbe two species now recognized the . fishes described 
as six or eight different onee under tbe generic names of Orystee, 
Huro, Centarchue and Micropterve, with speeh a named aalmoldes, 
pallldua, nigricans, noblltor, florldanus, fsselatua, obscures, 
achigan, etc. We Incline to the opinion that the generic name 
of Micropterua will stand, but what changes ipay be Id store for 
ua In the specific cognomens of the two speclqs we dare not ven¬ 
ture to predict. All seem to agree that there arc but two species, 
and that I* a great point Jn favor of “ we student*,” who are 
greatly annoyed by having to continually learn uew names In¬ 
stead of new facte, and who long to have It aettled somehow. 
In giving us the common names of “big mouth ” and “small 
mouth ” for these flshc*, Dr. Gill lifted us out of ihe fog a* far 
as popular names go; they can't change those descriptive appel¬ 
lations unless tho fishes change their mouths.

The Bee sometime ago published Mr. Redding's statement that 
trout bad been known to leap from a flume and fall into a rivu¬ 
let beneath and thus make their way Into the river. Just how 
the fish should know the exact spot where to 6trlke the little 
stream that crossed beDeatb the flume Is thus explained by Prof. 
Cope: “If, as was the fact, one ol the timbers that supported 
tbe flume rested ln tbe water on the ground, the vibrations of

a kennel register or record of their pedigrees, though they were 
none the less careful, and at times at considerable expense to 
breed from the best performers In the field without regard to fam¬ 
ilies; and this we shall always hold to be the best method of 
breeding for the field, as distinctions from the bench, both point¬ 
ers and setters, regardless of the fastidious distinctions sought 
to be established by Interested kennel-owners between Laverocks 
and Gordons, Irish and English. Indeed, we have seen such good 
dogs from each of these strains as to satisfy us that a choice 
among them Is a flere matter of fancy. In Old England dog¬ 
breeding has become a real science, which Is cultivated by the 
greatest noblemen ln the kingdom,whose names are Identified with 
some of the best known breeds. Thus we have the black-and-tan 
Gordon setters, originating with the Duke of Gordon; the Sefton 
pointers, with the Earl of that name; the Clumber spaniels, from 
Castle Clumber, the residence of the Duke of Newcastle; and the 
famous fox hounds of the Dukes of Beaufort and Rutland are as 
well bred as any equine winner of the Derby or the Oaks. Nor 
do the nobility and gentry of Europe disdain to compete with the 
commonalty on the coursing field or the show benches, and they 
value honors achieved there as highly as they do those won upon 
the turf by a favorite horse. 

The American people, whether of British or German descent, 
have Inherited a love of field sports from their ancestry, but 
their venatlc fires seem to have smoldered until within a few years 
past, when, through the columns of the Turf, Field and Farm 
and the Cbicaoo Field, they have suddenly burst Into a flame, 
the light of which pervades the whole land. Now, every state 
has lta Sportsman’s Association, every city Its shooting club, and 
the fraternity of sportsmen has grown.

It occurred to us that i 
the scarcity of water was the cause, and we accordingly deter- , 
mined to satisfy ourselves whether our surmises were correct. 

Ascertaining that the nearest water course was thirty miles 
distant, we packed up and made a pilgrimage thither. We say 
pilgrimage, for the horrors of that night will not be readily for¬ 
gotten. The roads were bad, and the springs were worse; the 
night was dark,and the lntelllgenceof the driver was darker ; and 
the horeee were restive. The black clouds, threatening every mo¬ 
ment to empty themselves, chased each other,propelled by the In¬ 
fantile tornadoes, lending a weird appearance to the scene; and 
to add to it we had lost our way, and for once we realised what 
It was to be lost on the prairie.

A Successful Prosecution. —A correspondent writes us 
from 8t. Louis that the Court of Appeals has decided the caee of 
the 8t Louis Gun Club against W. W. Judy to favor of the 
Club. Onr correspondent writes: 

“You will be pleased to know that our Court of Appeals has 
Just decided the case of Judy for violation of the game law, to 
our favor. He was convicted some time ago for having to pos¬ 
session and selling quails and prairie chickens after the law 
went to force prohibiting the shooting, etc., of these birds. He 
claimed he bought the birds at a time when it woe lawful to buy them, 
and that the tow prohibiting him seUIng them at«np time waa not 
constitutional. The court decided that the tow was not a viola¬ 
tion by the state of the United Btatee Constitution, and that 
the legislature had the right to make such a law to preserve 
game. We have another case against Judy for having game on 
hand before the time allowed for selling It, and hope to convict 
him. 1 * 

The decision is a most Important one and will have Ita Influ¬ 
ence on similar cases to other states. Now that Mr. Judy Is 
president of a game protective aseoclatlou, which Is a member of 
tba Missouri State Sportsmen's Association, It Is to be hoped 
that he baa seen the error of hls ways and has reformed, for It 
certainly would be very Inconsistent to be president of such an 
association and violator, or even opposer, of the game law at 
the same time. .

A New Club. —A sportsman’s club has been formed at Blooras- 
burg Pa, and the Dame of the “Columbia County Game and 
Flab' Protective Association” adopted. One pleasant feature 
connected with the formation of the association to the provision 
to the constitution that the board of directors “shall direct an Im¬ 
mediate and vigorous prosecution of all violations of the fish 
and game laws, which shall come to their knowledge;” and that 
"Every member of this club shall be considered as having 
pledged hls honor to promote and carry out the objects of the 
association; and whenever a member shall become acquainted 
with any violation of the fish and game tow, it shall be hls duty 
to communicate the facte Immediately to the secretary of the 
club whose duty shall be to report the same to the board ot di¬ 
rectors."

The English Partridge-- (Continued.) 


Presuming that the supply of young partridges of the Ural 
broods Is next to nothing this season—as Is Indeed the case—and 
that during the first three weeks of this month there hss prac¬ 
tically been no sport at all, the only chance for the sportsman 
has been with the second broods during the week Just expiring; 
end be may find some little employment In that to follow, now 
that the harvest hss made some progrees In the midland and 
southern counties. But probably he will find also that even the 
young birds of the second broods are wild enough by this time 
to prevent his doing much with them In green cover. In ordi¬ 
nary and average seasons the beet of the partridge shooting Is 
over by the end of the first fortnight In September, except on 
those manors the proprietors of which rea.rve their shooting till 
later in the month, and when the birds are not much disturbed. 
High and clean farming, the sowing of the root crop In rows In¬ 
stead of broadcast, the close trimming of hedges, and the gradual 
abolition of rough waste ground which used to afford capital 
cover for game, have made partridges much harder to approach, 
and the birds each year.eeem to receive a fresh accession to tbelr 
natural wildness and wariness. Thus It comes to pass that 
after the coveys have been fired at pretty freely daring the 
fortnight It Is almost Impossible to get a fair shot at the surviv¬ 
ors, however many they be, by wbat are still held by not a tew 
old-fasbtoned sportsmen to be the only " legitimate” means. *\ 
Hence of late years resort has been had to “ driving,” and 
shooting under “the kite” or artificial hawk, both of which 
methods of making a>>*g have had many evil and bitter things 
said ag ilnst them, especially the latter. I shall venture, however, 

In these, my last notes appropriate to the “ partridge month,” 
to say a few words In support of both practices, despite the male¬ 
dictions I may probably draw down on myself at the bands of 
sportsmen who have no mercy on those who advocate any but 
the olden style and “legitimate ” methods of bagging our Sep¬ 
tember game birds. The remarks I made a few weeks ago In 
reference to what I consider the “ legitimacy ” and reasonable¬ 
ness of “ driving " grouse, are for the most part applicable to 
“ driving ” partridges. Modern birds are wild enough In all con¬ 
science on the very opening of the season, or at least by tbe end 
of the first week, as when sprang they fly off more like hawks 
than clvillred partridges. In olden days a covey when disturb' d 
during the first fortnight would seldom fly farther than the next 
field or so, but now It Is no uncommon thing for them to wing 
away a mile or more, and disappear In the far distance. In for¬ 
mer times, too, when you had marked your birds down, the diffi¬ 
culty was often to get them to rise again; but now tbe difficulty 
Is to get a second shot at them, eveo In good cover. As the sea¬ 
son progresses matters get worse, and soon It becomes a well-nigh 
hopeless pursuit to attempt “legitimate" shooting at tbe heels of 
your dogs, or by walking the covers ever so warily and persistently. 
Every day tbe birds become wilder, and If you want a few for 
your own table, or as presents for your friends, you must ask 
and answer for yourself the simple question, “ How are they to 
be gotl" You are Inclined to think the well-known advice 
given by the father of old to bis son, In reference to making 
money, Is applicable to your difficulty. Si poteit reete, he said, 
tf turn quocunque modo , which you translate, l ' Get your birds In 
a sportsmanlike way If you can, but If you can’t, get them In 
any way." Not that you contemplate any operation or method 
of circumventing i he desired birds which would come under the 
designation of poaching; but you do not shrink from entertain¬ 
ing Ideas of methods which some, perhaps many, of your sport¬ 
ing friends would class under the category of “questionable." 
Of course driving suggests Itself, and you have no great difficulty 
In determining on this plan. Nor, Indeed, need you have any 
qualms In this respect. A man must be a good shot to kill 
many birds In a day’s partridge driving. 

But perhaps tbe meant are not at hand for a partridge drive, as 
the sport requires half a dozen or more guns and as many beat¬ 
ers, as well as men with flags to modify, If possible, the course of 
tbe birds In their flight, which cannot be anticipated with the 
same degree of probability as that of grouse, and, perhaps, too, 
the character of the country Is not adapted for driving at all. 
What then Is to be done to bring birds to hand! The “kite" Is 
a killing method, but Is It legitimate 1 If hard things have been 
said against driving, still harder have been said against the kite. 
Tbe objection to the use of the artificial hawk, on the ground 
that It damages the shooting prospects of the district where it is 
called Into requisition, Is one which, If sustained by facts, cannot 
be Ignored. It Is alleged that It scares the partridges away from 
a manor, the remembrance of the terrible bird of prey they saw 
hovering above them In tbe air making those that escape tbe guns 
resolve never to return to tbe fields which have such unpleasant 
associations. This Is true to some extent, for the continual use 
of the kite undoubtedly produces this effect; but It la equally true 
that Its use for a few days In the season, with an Interval between 
them, does not cause birds to forsake the ground on which they 
have been bred. The sportsman, then, need not trouble himself 
on this score If he only uses the kite In moderation. But It la 
further urged against this expedient that It Is utterly unsports¬ 
manlike, that tbe whole proceeding Is a cowardly one, as a mean 
advantage Is taken of the poor birds, and farther, that any tyro 
can kill them when, as our Irish friends might say, they have 
been frightened to death. 

Of course It la easy enough to say that anything la unsports¬ 
manlike, but In this, as tu many other kindred matters, there Is 
extreme difficulty In enunciating principles by which It can be de¬ 
termined what Is and what Is not legitimate sport. If care, skill, 
and good generalship are elements In sport, then certainly the 
execution of a day's shooting under the kite requires these ele¬ 
ments. Granted that the kite la a killing expedient. It must be 
remembered that It only Is so when managed with knowledge 
and Judgment. Tbe statement that anyone can shoot partridges 
under the kite, and that It la an easy thing to make a good bag 
when this device la bad recourse to, la really contrary to facts. 
A gun la a killing Instrument, and may be said to take birds “ at 
a mean advantage," but It la a tint qua nan that you hold It prop¬ 
erly. It la really a very difficult thing to carry out a day under 
the kite successfully, and It to by no means as easy as some al¬ 
lege to hit scared partridges. Give a party of aver ge sports¬ 
men, unused to the proper method of managing a kite, a good 
wind to fly It In, a well-stocked manor far their operations, and 
attendants to do their bidding, and yet nine times out of ten 
they will make a miserable failure, soaring a score of birds off the 
shooting to every one they get to He. To get sport under tbe 
kite, you must know how to work the whole business from be¬ 
ginning to end; you must make your dispositions thoughtfully 
and carefully, and carry them Into affect deliberately and thor¬ 
oughly, only modifying them when, absolutely necessary. First 
of all, the birds must be got Into toms cover; and to effect this 
there must be much " Judgmatic " walking or riding tbe open 
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ground and posting of attendants at certain points to direct tbe 
flight of the birds. A fair supply being thus worked In, the next 
matter la to get the kite over them. One of the attendants Is 
told off as the kite-flyer ; but, If you want tbe thing done well, 
do It yourself—(. a, presuming you are well posted In this busi¬ 
ness. Tbe shooting party should keep from a quarter to half a 
mile to windward of the cover to be first subjected to the exper¬ 
iment, and at this distance tbe kite should be raised. No talk¬ 
ing while the flyer, with the kite well up, slowly and quietly walks 
down wind toward the cover, having let out the string some hun¬ 
dred and fifty to two hundred yards. If an attempt la made to 
get up the kite near the cover, tbe chances are ten to one that 
tbe birds will be off directly, for their first Impulse when they see 
a hawk la to scud away as quickly as possible, but they are afraid 
to attempt flight If It Is well up In the air over them. Your flyer 
cautiously approaches the cover, bavlDg done his best to lake 
a line which shall have avoided as far as possible intervening 
hedges, and brought him to the easiest gaps. When be Is within 
fifty yards or so of the edge of the cover be will atop, let out as 
much string as the kite will carry, and get It as near tbe center 
of the cover as he can, and, If there be a steady wind, peg tbe 
string Into the ground and return toward the guns. The kite 
should be kept flying over the cover for at least a quarter of an 
hour. A well-made kite, not of home manufacture, but bought 
at a gunsmith’s, or a Japanese bird kite, Is an excellent Inunda¬ 
tion of a hawk, or, at least, presents a most hawk-ltke appear¬ 
ance when well up, the wads of paper on the tall being suggest-J 
lve of small birds dogging a hawk, as Is their habit. It certainly 
has a wonderful effect on tbe partridges below, for during “ the 
bad quarter of an hour " the majority will, according to tbelr In¬ 
stinct and In abject fear, graduklly creep under tbe lskves of the 
turnips or mangolds to the adjoining hedges, while the rest, still 
more prostrated with terror, will remain fixed op the spot whence 
first they saw the hawk, and lie as dead as stones. The guns now 
approach the cover, and walk It slowly, assisted by a beater be¬ 
tween each, and a steady dog or two, the flyer meanwhile 
maneuvering as best he can to keep the kite over the heads of the 
party, or a little In advance of them. After you have worked the 
cover, you carefully try the hedgerows, out "f which you will 
get the most sport. One gun at least should be on each side, 
and every yard of the hedges should be beaten in the most careful 
manner, as It Is with the greatest difficulty the birds are made to 
leave them. One great advantage of “kiting’’ Is that two guns 
can carry out the day’s operations. 

This, then, Is the modue operandi; and oow for a moment to 
revert to an observation often made, that any tyro can kill birds 
under the kite. They are by no means so easy to hit as might 
be supposed. So atterly horrified and bewtldered are they by 
the appalling spectacle of the huge bird of prey hovering over 
them, that their flight Is most eccentric when they are Induced 
to rise. One will get up and zigzag, like a snipe; another will 
rise and drop again, like a stone, In a few seconds, and repeat the 
operation several times; whilst a third will half run and half fly 
along the ground, Just as a ben partridge will do In the breeding 
season, when, pretending to be disabled, she endeavors to draw 
away the Intruder from her nest. Some, again, will get up at 
your very feet, some in front, some behind you, you know not 
where; while some will make straight toward you, threatening 
to come Into collision with your head or gun barrels. In fact, 
they get up and fly In every way least expected, and It requires a 
sportsman of good nerve and steady hand, and a good shot gen¬ 
erally, to kill his birds under the kite It Is not by any means 
an uncommon thing to see a man who Is a first rate partridge 
shot, under ordinary circumstances, miss bird after bird under 
this new phase of shooting. A field of from ten to twenty 
acres or more, surrounded by hedges and ditches, Is the roost 
convenient size for “kiting’’ purposes; but it may happen that 
you have to deal with smaller enclosures, or perhaps your spoVt 
lies In an entirely unlnclosed country. To meet the emergencies 
of each case, and to work your kite to the best advantage In 
each, Is the part of a good general; and there should be only one 
general to direct the proceedings of the day. In the multitude 
of sporting counsellors there la neither safety nor success. 

The above remarks need not be taken as an absolute defence of 
the kite, for It may be admitted that from several points of view 
the expedient Is open to be called In question. Still, there Is not 
a little which may be urged In Its defence; and probably there 
are many who, pluming themselves on their rigid maintenance 
of " legitimate ” sport, if they Joined In a well-managed day's 
kiting, would at least acknowledge that several sporting virtues 
are called Into exercise by the operations, and that a good deal 
of excitement and Interest Is evoked during their continuance. 
At all events, they could not fall to see that the use of the kite Is 
an Instance of man’s wit and skill baffling the resources of ani¬ 
mals /era nature, which Is a main element In all true sport. 
Here I leave partridges and partridge shooting; and next week 
will make a few jottlogs on pheasants and pheasant shooting.—

Duck Shooting at McFhcnon. 

Topeka, Kan. • 

Editor Chicago Field: —After arriving home from a shoot¬ 
ing trip, one feels as though he had had a portion of life's best 
gifts, especially when be can say be has had the best time be 
ever bad. The writer’s life has been spent mostly on hunting 
trips, and although often returning without much success, yet be 
found the varieties of anticipation, for there are mauy different 
hopes with different results, that buoy up tbe sportsman, who 
with nerves well strung always looks for larger game, notwith¬ 
standing pleased with a well-filled bag of the smaller game. But 
I would tell you of a duck shoot five Topeka sportsmen have 
Just returned from. 

At the terminus, for the present, of the Topeka & Santa Fe 
railroad, Is the county seat of McPherson county, named Mc¬ 
Pherson, distant one hundred and fifty-three miles from Topeka. 
Three miles from the town Is a shallow lake, not over three feet 
In depth at any place, and covering over five thousand acres of 
prairie. Tbe reeds and grass hide tbe water from view, when a 
short distance from It, making It as grand a place for ducks as 
there Is In America 

Beyond this basin, as It Is called, Is a chain of lakes reaching 
to the Arkansas line. All these lakes are said to be the breed¬ 
ing places for ducks, and at this season of tbe year may be said 
to be alive with them. Last week, accompanied by Geo. W. La 
Rue, our enterprising gun and sportsmau's goods dealer, Mr. 
Rowley, our leading druggist, Mr. Mtlly Clark and W. T. Irwin, I 
started for McPherson; and I must not forget to mention also 
my friend Capt. H. Lewie,/if the English army, who with a letter 
of Introduction from the East, Is making me a visit. 

The scenery as we passed over this newly opened country was 
well worth tbe trip. Soon after leaving Topeka we struck the 
coal fields of Kansas. Tbe numerous mlnlug towns, name I after 
Pennsylvania's leading mining towns, Scranton, etc., reminded 
me of home, by the names, boweter, and not by tbe mountains, 
for tbe coal fields here are prairie fields, not a rock or crag being 
lu view, but Instead prairie, rolling, and green, as far as the eye 
can re icb. Borne twenty miles beyond the road strikes and fol¬ 
lows the Cottonwood river, a clear, pure stream of water, unlike 
tbe muddy streams that are common throughout the West. 

At Cottonwood Falls are the fine stone quarries of the state. 
It Is a remarkable sight to see with wbat regularity tha white 
rocks crop out, and extend like tbe palisades on the Hudson 
river, for miles along tbe line of the railroad. Square cut and 
regular they seem as chiseled out, ready for the builder. Barns 
and houses can be seen along tbe road, built of ti ese stone slabs, 
at small cost, that elsewhere would bavs been very expensive. 

But I am dlgre sing from tbe ducks In words, It not lo mind. 
We arrived at McPherson, and obtaining a large country wagon 
with driver at the reasonable cost of three and ooe-balf dollars 
a day, ws all piled In and were away for the “ basin," only three 
miles tram the town. We were told that a boat was useless, as 
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by wading out a abort dlatance we could ahoot all the duclu we 
wanted. Long before we reached the place we could see the 
ducka and geese in immense Bocks hovering oTer the lake, whilst 
the discharges of guns reminded me of distant picket Bring. 
No time was lost on reaching the grounds. Each one loaded 
down with cartridges commenced to wade out, not thinking of 
the wade back with a string of ducks and geese weighing a hun¬ 
dred pounds and over to drag through the water, reeds and 
grass a mUe or more; but such was the labor we had to undergo 
when the return came. 

I have seen ducks at Barnegat, I have seen them on toe rice 
fields, but the amount of ducks I saw at the ' McPherson 
Basin ” is beyond anything I ever saw before. One can amuse 
himself at shooting at sifagle ducks, he can indulge In making 
double shots at scattering birds, or he can open both barrels in¬ 
to flocks that truthfully number many thousands, and as closely 
packed-** blackbirds. You can hear them rise a mile away; If 
vou do not believe It, pack up and go to McPherson, In a few 
weeks, when the weather becomes colder. The geese will be 
there then in countless numbers. 

Quite a number of New York sportsmen are there now. Mr. 
Horace Bllsby has been there some time. A boat is very neces¬ 
sary- it Is tiresome standing up; one can be pushed along very 
handily. Besides, where the ducks are the most plenty the. water 
is the deepest; therefore, by all means, anyone going should 
toke a canvas boat. Then, one gun can handily bring to bay 
Bve hundred ducka a day. One such duck shoot will suffice for 
a year Good hotel accommodations can be had for two dollars 
a day. And besides, it’s a free country. No one owns the 
ducks but the man who shoots them, and he feels so good that 
he “ dt-ducks ” uothing, but goes his bottom dollar that McPher¬ 
son beats the world tor ducks. A. C. Waddell.

“omcarop was on the roadside, beneath a large spreading oak 
that sheltered us from the falling dew, while the soft and thick ' 
grass beneath, with a light single blanket, neatly spread, was the • 
receptacle for our fatigued limb*. Jack, the driver, crawled I 
under the wagon cover, and In a few minutes afterward he was 
making the night hideous by bis loud snoring. The aaptaln with 
his popping matches, lighting bis pipe every few minutes, snfl 
Jack’s loud snoring lent a musical charm to our camp.

l ®But to return to Kansas. Some six week* ago I started for the 
grand prairies of the West accompanied by a string of six 
voungstere—young In experience at least neither of them having 
'ever scented* a quail or chicken. I reached 8allua on the 
third day of my Journey, and found my arrival was not unex- 
iwcted, as I met friends awaiting my arrival, and was soon made 
to feel at home. Salina is the county seat of Saline county, and 
is as thriving western town as there is in the West It was there 
that the Kansas State Sportsmen’s Association held their annual 
meeting, and a line time they had, and It was here your corres¬ 
pondent got badly left: but I have since recorevsd. 

I had the pie. sure of making the acquaintance of Mr. Willis 
Kessler, the worthy president of the Kansas State Association, 
who Isa prince among sportsmen, a Jolly good fellow, and a man 
whom It Is a pleasure to meet. • I also met our mulual friend, 
Horace Slleby, of Seneca Falls, N. Y„ president of the New York 
State As-ociatlon, and with whom I had the pleasure of shooting 
for two days From the way he cut down quails and chickens 
with his "Parker” I consider him a “dangerous one” at the 
trap or In the field in any company. , . „ 

Our first day’s shooting,was done In what they call Sweden, a 
beautiful valley, and under a very high stateof cultivation. It 
reminds one, of the fine farms to be seen In Ohio. The fleldsin this 
valley are ail enclosed by hedges, and it Is herjs the quails are 
to be found quite plenty , our first day, or ™^ flTO *““ r n ^ ne ^ 
netted us slxty-thrce quails and twenty three chickens. The 
chickens killed on this day were the finest sport I ever had, being 
entirely different from any chicken shooting I bad previously had. 
We had Just started a covey of qualls,whlch,asusual, flewJfV 1 ,* 
hedge; going up to flush a quail, as I supposed that George 
was pointing one’, out flew a chicken, which Sllsby cut down, and 
in about twenty minutes we had twenty-three chickens. It was 
sport and no mistake. It seemed as though wecouhl not make 
i the chickens leave the hedge, except as we killed them, which 
I we tried to do, ami thought we succeeded pretty fair for novices 
1 Our second day’s shooting yielded us seventy-seven quails and

r I had quite good success among the chickens and quails, but I

From the tact that all city men have a horror of the country 
during the Summer months, and look upon chills and fever as 
Inevitable, the deer hunting la confined almost entirely to the 
country sportsmen, many of whom think it quite beneath their 
dignity to raise a gun against anything smaller than these fleet 
footed denizens of the forest. 

From reports around Charlestown 1 learn that deer are quite 
abundant, and some excellent spurt has been bad. A party from 
Summerville (a pine-land town about twenty-two miles from the 
dtyj report thirty odd deer having been brought home by them 
since the season opened, and are looking forward to much greater 
success ss soon as Winter comes and the farm duties will give 
them more time, the crops then having been sent to market 

We can now pay our attention to the partridges, as the time ex¬ 
pired on the 15th of October, but the weather Is really hot, 
(warm is a term too mild to apply to It) and we will have to 
curb our desires- nntll we have a cold snap. The number of 
covcya heard of la unusually large, and from the fact of our 
having had a very dry Summer I am inclined to believe that 
there is more “ truth than poetry ” In the report. 

“ Can you tell me where lean get a setter!” “Won’t you 
lend me your dog!" And the still more cool question, “ Have 
you a good gun! if so I would like to borrow It," can be heard at 
any time where two or three are gathered together. 

We have had hot one Infringement upon our game law, and 
thanks to the prompt action of the Sporting Club, it was dealt 
with, not only with energy but so decidedly that we have bad no 
repetition. 

The teals and summer or woodducka are said to be in consid¬ 
erable numbers on the rice plantations; but few have been killed, 
as the harvest takes up all the time and thoughts of the reel- 
dent*. 

We hear occasionally of a bear having been killed in the 
swamps of the Santee, where the black bear Is still found in 
some numbers. This Is a class of sport, however, which is but 
seldom Indulged In. 

I trust that Increased success msy attend the Chicaoo Field, 
and that It will continue to Incite sportsmen throughout our 
Un on to be more careful of game preservation. Echo.

Hnnimerless duns. 

Herefordshire, England. 

Editor Chicago Field: —In your issue of September 20, which 
I (have Just received, I notice a communication from Oneida, and 
as I have owned a " Murcott” hammerless gun for several years, 
and It has done considerable hard work in :hat time. I feel 
called upon, In justice to the hammerless action, to say a few 
words In Its defense. 

The gun In question is 94 pounds, 10-gauge, 32-lncb barrels, 
has been shot about eight thousand times, and has always been 
loaded with five and a half or six drachms of powder. As to its 
shooting qualities and freedom from minftra, I refer to the trap¬ 
shooting fraternity of northwestern Pennsylvania. The misfires 
have not averaged two in a thousand loads. I have used both 
Eley’s and U. M. C. shells, and at a tournament at Meadvllle, Pa., 
had eight out of ten Eley shells burst at the flange. I thought 
thqt my locks would be in a bad state, but on examination I 
found that the gas had not penetrated to the locks, and they are 
at this day as perfect and clean as when new. 

Oneida says they are more complicated than the “hammer 
action:” be surely can never have examined the "Anson & Da¬ 
ley,’’ the “Gibbs « Pitts," the Williams * Powell, “ the * Field ’ 
Gun of the Future,” or the “ Murcott,” or be would not say so. 
The parte are fewer In number, far leu complicated, and con¬ 
sequently more durable, and with less friction. 

How can it be possible for a “ hammerless ’’ gun to be more 
dangerous than one with hammers! In the first place, those 
great elements of danger are dispensed with; no slipping off of 
the thumb In cold or wet weather, no catching In twigs, watch 
chain, or clothes, nor pulling back of hammers in that reprehensi¬ 
ble practice of pulling a loaded gun muzzle toward you out of a 
wagon. With your “guard" at “ safety,” you are able to carry 
your gun with almost immunity from accidental discharges; It 
can be taken off as the gun Is carried to the shoulder; you know 
that your gun is always " full cocked” when It Is loaded; you can¬ 
not Bee the loads, neither caq you in a central-fire hammer gun; 
you can open your gun " locked to Bafety,” or not. I must say 
that, with an experience of forty years with all kinds of guns, for 
safety, simplicity and durability, I prefer the haminerlesa action. 

Partridges are very scarce, only three or four in a covey; hares 
and pheasants fairly plenty; woodcocks and snipes not arrived 
yet. Wheat only Just cut and carried‘last week; being tine 
throughout, enabled farmers to save their grain; "crops light.”

We have many points on Back river, Middle river, Bush 
river and Gunpowder river which are easily got to by either driv¬ 
ing or a short ride by rail. Of the points on Back rive! we have 
Cedar point, at the mouth of the river, owned by my esteemed 
riend, Jerry Miller, who, by the way, Is a friend to every man 
fond of the gun and dog, and who sai s he feels lost If he does 
not see the Chicago Field every week. There Is to be found 
some of the best “point" shooting on the river over from three 
to four hundred decoys; and some of the best Chesapeake dogs 
do the retrieving. Mr Miller kills on an average, In season, 
about five hundred ducks a week, principally canvas backs, red 
head* and black beads, not counting the point shooting by toll¬ 
ing, in which he uses a Scotch terrier for tolling and three large 
No. 4 single barrel guns to do the shooting. Our season Is now 
Just beginning and wo have ev ry prospect of a good season. 
Last Tuesday I was at Cedar Point and killed nineteen ducks 
by 1L o'clock and then went to the Helds and kilted eleven line 
partridge*. Opposite Cedar Point lies Miller’s Island, which Is 
hnnted by my friend, W. Evans, and I* a line place also for dneks, 
gm-se and swan. Last Wednesday Mr. Evans killed In one day 
twenty-three ducks and four geese; the ducks were principally 
mallards, In line condition. This place Is reached by a ten-mile 
drive over a good oyster shell road. The dneks are Just begin¬ 
ning to fly, a* they have not as yet been disturbed upon the 
Snsquebanna flats, but next Monday, Nov. 8, they will rouse

The following 
nsssages from Bonlfas Guizot’* botany for youth give* us In the 
Earbof oriental, allegorical language, an Idea of the Immense sd- 
vantiges, which the Inhabitant* of tropical countries derive from 

this one single species of palms. 

Imagine a traveler passing through one of these countries sit¬ 
uated under the burning sky, where coolness and shade are so 
rare, and where habitations, in which to take the repose so nec- 
eLarv to travelers, are only to be found at considerable dis¬ 
tances Panting and dispirited the poor wanderer at last per¬ 
ceives a hut surrounded by some trees with straight tjfcct stems, 
surmounted “Slmmenre tuft of great leaves, som? being up¬ 
right and others pendent, giving an agreeable and elegant aspect 
to the scene. Nothing else near the cabin Indicates cultivated 
land. At this sight the spirit* of the traveler revive, hecolleos 
his strength and la soon beneath the hoe, ltable roof. His host 
offers tom a"uririt drink, with which he slakes bis thirst; It 
refreshes tom. When he has token some repose, the Indian In¬ 
vite* him to share his repast. He serves up various meats, con¬ 
tained In a brown looking vessel, smooth and glossy; be serves 
up also some wine of an extremely agreeable flavor. Toward 
the end of hi. repast his host offers him certain •““ulent eo®. 
fort*, and he Is made to taste some excellent spirit*. The as¬ 
tonished traveler asks who in this desert country furnishes him 
with all these things. My coeoanut tree is the reply. The 
water I presented you with on your arrival is drawn from the 
fruit before It Is ripe, and some of the nut* which contain It 
weigh three or four pounds. This almond, so delicate in its 
flavor, Is the fruit when ripe. This mUk, which you find so 
agreeible, is drawn from the nut; this cabbage, whose flavor to 
so delicate to the tops of the coeoanut, but we rarely,. re «* 1 ® 
selves with this delicacy; for the trees from which the cabbage 
to cut die soon after. This wine, with which you are so satis¬ 
fied, to still drawn from the coeoanut tree. In order to obtain 
it. an Incision to made Into the spathe of the flowers.

Bv distillation we obtain this very good brandy which you 
have tasted. The sap his supplied the sugar, with which these 
preserves are sweetened. These vessel* and utensils have been 
CTeout of the shell of the nut. Nor to thto all; this habita¬ 
tion Itself I owe entirely to these Invaluable trees, with tbelr 
wood my cabin 1s constructed; their leaves dried and plaited form 
the roof; made Into an umbrella, they shelter me from the sun In 
mv walks; the clothes which cover me are woven out of the 
filaments of their leaves. These mate, which serve so many use¬ 
ful purposes, proceed from them also. The sifter which you be¬ 
hold wa* found m»de to my hand In that part of the tree whence 
the leaves Issue, with the same leaves woven together we make 
sails for ships; the species of fiber, which envelops the nut, to 
much preferable to tow for caulking ships, as K does not rot In 
the vitsr, and It swells In Imbibing It; it makes excellent string 
and all sorts of cable and cordage.

They return when loaded, without the least deviation, In 
a true bee line. The ante of South America also often wander 
off for miles In long lines, resembling by thetr arrangement the 
regular march of an army, but will yet find their way without 
fall after tbelr predatory excursions, to the subterranean galleria* 
which they Ingeniously excavate to shelter their progeuy and ac¬ 
cumulated stores. Neither are there Instance* of such sense of 
locality wanting In the higher developed animal world n which 
the fox may serve as n suitable Illustration. When thto animal 
In settled dlstricto make* hi* nightly forays upon poultry yards, 

It Is generally forced out of the direct course by IU many ene¬ 
mies. both human and animal. They can only be ayolded by 
adopting a circuitous, ever-shifting route. Still, In the darkest 
of nights will the fox And Its far-off overgrown lair, a solitary 
obscured i ole, as If a bright signal light had served a* a guiding 
beacon. The generality of birds, particularly those of prey, also 
possess the sense >f localisation In a most eminent degree The 
totter^from the difficulties they have to contend with In catching 
uncertain prey, have to range often over territories mile* away 
from their eyries. 

It may be argued here that landmark* are their guides, but 
these objections would hardly be of any force In the esae of sea¬ 
birds. The gull and the petrel have been noticed hundreds of 
miles away from their breeding grounds, which they manage to 
find unerringly over the vast expanse of the uniform and often 
mist-shrouded oceans. Even the savage In hls prim ttve condi¬ 
tion has the sense of locality remarkably developed, although not 
as highly as the lower animal world, since he employs eyes and 
recollections a* means to determine hls route In the solitudes of 
wild districts, whether they be plains or foreeto. The Indians of 
the Amazons will travel In their canoe* during the rainy season 
among the densest mazes of overflowed foresU, where the giant 
trees arched over by Innumerable festoons of thousands of ll&naa 
and other creeping plante form a network which to never pene¬ 
trated by the rays of the sun. With no guiding water courses 
beyond the stagnant channels and lagoons, with no tell-tale moss 
growing on the northern exposure of trees, and along leafy, narrow, 
crooked water paths, where an eternal gloom reigns, even at mid¬ 
day, they feel, without any guides save their Instinctive powers, 
aa sure cf their way as the mariner near the sea-sbore with Its 
lighthouses and strongly marked headlands, and hte chart*, com¬ 
pass and sounding lead. Their faculties In thto respect become 
blunted when they are raised In cities In place of their forest 
homes, and they are then apt to become lost whenever traveling 
out of’well-known routes. Since all losltlve knowledge to In¬ 
adequate to explain this mysterious power on the basis of any of 
the ordinary functions received by wbat we call the external 
senses, we can hardly help to Infer that there is a certain, aa yet, 
unknown faculty, which we would be tempted to call the sixth 
sense. If It depended upon any obvious organs to serve Its pur¬ 
pose. The wonderful and strange Instinct of the animal world 
to determine routes orer which they never traveled, aa Instanced 
by bees, carrier-pigeons, and others above cited, must naturally 
stand In direct connection with their nervous system, although It 
to Impossible to conceive in what direct manner. Advocates of 
supernatural agencies pervading or Infringing upon permanently 
established natural laws, could find In such every-day Instances 
more material for their leanings toward miraculous event* than 
In those which have been handed down to us In traditions, or 
which form the stock and trade of the expounders of spiritualism. 

Bomb Ancient Monsters.— Professor Cope, of Philadelphia, 
who Is spending hls Summer In California, gave the other day to 
the San Francisco Academy a description of two fossil animals. 
One of these was an enormous vertebrate somewhat resembling 
an aquatic kangaroo, named Camaraxaurui suprtmu8 y whose neck 
was nine feet In diameter, whose hind legs were twenty feet 
long whose spinal vertebra were flfty-aix Inches acrosa, and 
which must have been seventy-two feet long by measurements 
carefully taken. This animal could walk In forty feet of water 
and catch It* prey with It* fore paws. He described another 
similar monster found, whose spinal vertebra were six feet 
across and whose hind legs were forty feet long, with carnivorous 
teeth placed In the upper and lower Jaws like shears, so as to cut 
up animal food by traversing each other In the most perfect 
manner. The bones of the lower half of thto animal were solid 
and very heavy, to keep It* feet down In the water, while bones 
In the upper half of It* body were built of honeycombed layer- aa 
thick as pasteboard, strong, but very light and buoyant In water. 
Thto monster has been named AmphieoeUat fragiliitimtu, and 
must have been considerably over 100 feet In length. Both 
animals have large and powerful tolls like kangaroos, and when 
catching their food In the water must have appeared as If on 
three-legged stools, the toll acting as an equal support of the 

trt A°coRiOcs and beautiful Instance of semi albinism occurred 
In a specimen of the red tolled buzzard (imteo bortalit) which 
was recently shot near Buffalo. The wings of thto bird are of 
pure white color, with exception only of two feathers In the 
secondaries, the Jnner webba of which are barred brown. The 
back of the neck present* a finely mottled appearance of white 
lanceolate markings with outer dark edge*. The toll to bright 
rufous, with exception of one solitary, pure white feather, and 
two others, which are white at the base with a fine heart-shaped, 
dark brown mark In the center. The claws are clear white, a* If 
made of wax, while the iri* of the eye, curiously enough, to of the 
ordinary bright brown tint, and betrays no tendency toward the 
peculiar pink of all true albino birds. 

A new and vary valuable antiseptic has been discovered In 
Germany. It to a double salt of borate of potassium and sodium, 
and to made by dissolving in water equal portions of chloride of 
potassium, nltraie of sodium and boractc add, altering and evap¬ 
orating to dryness. It costa about twenty-five cent* a pound, and 
does not give bad taste and properties to food. Butter may be 
made from milk kept sweet by It at ordinary temperature for a 
week. Meat, etc., dipped In a weak solution, remains pure for a 
long time. A piece of meat wall rubbed with the salt and laid 
away two years ago to now In perfectly good condition. Eggs 
are dipped In a solution ; Wear and wine are placed In bottles pre¬ 
viously rinsed by It and remain good for long period*. 

Miss Mbit Tubst had an opportunity during August of wit 
neasing a battle between two armies of red and black ants. The 
Immense number of Individual* composing the army of red ant* 
may be Imagined when she states that they formed a column 
about one foot In width and twenty feet In length. In these con¬ 
flict* the red* are always victorious, and an explanation for It 
would seem to be shown In their superior method of lighting. 
The black sot fasten* tt* mandible* upon a leg of a red adversary 
and never let* go, whilst a red passes from one to another of the 
blacks, nipping off one head after another, so that It to oot an un¬ 
common thing to sea three black beads hanging to the leg* of one 
of the red* 


_Sealing wax to not wax at all, nor does It contain a single 

particle of wax, It to made of shellac, Venice turpentine and 
Cinnabar. Cinnabar give* It the deep red color and the turpen¬ 
tine renders the shellac soft and less brittle. 

—Whalebone I* not bone at all, nor does It possess any of the 
properties of bone. It 1s a substance attached to the upper Jaw 
of the whale, and serves to^strain the water which the creature 
takes up In large mouthfuls. 

_Brazilian gras* does not come from Brazil, to not even grown 

there; nor to It grass at all. It consist* of a palm leaf (Thrl- 
nax argmlta), and 1s Imported chiefly from Cuba. 

—German sliver to not silver at all, nor wa* the metallic alloy 
ca led by that name Invented by a German, but has been In use 
In China time out of mind. 

—Galvanized Iron to not galvanized. It to simply Iron coated 
with zinc, and thto 1s done by dipping It In a zinc bath contain¬ 
ing muriatic acid. 

_Kid gloves sre not usually made from kid skins, but of lamb 

or sheep skins. At present many of them are made Of rat 
skins. 

_Prussian blue doe* not come from Prussia, but to the precipi¬ 
tate of the salt of protoxide of Iron with prusslatc of potash. 

—Black lead doea not contain a particle of lead, being com¬ 
posed of carbon and Iron. 

—Burgundy pitch to not pitch, nor to It manufactured In or 
exported from Burgundy.

Editor Chicago Field :—Although I made the end as well as 
the beginning of my last letter at Shedlac, there was one respect 
in which I ran ahead of my story, and I go back now a few miles 
to Moncton, N. B., to pick It up. . , 

Moncton Is the largest village between Bt. John and Shedlac, 
or Halifax, for there to where the Intercolonial railway branches 
both southward, around the head of the Bay of Fundy to U tllfax 
and elsewhere In Nova8cotta; and where it start* on Its circuit¬ 
ous northern line alongshore to Quebec. Here are the head¬ 
quarter* of thto exteuslve and well-managed railway (I paid my 
fare squarely and I have a good right to praise I) and there to a 
thriving look about the whole locality, which abounds in scenery 
of a quiet and beautiful style. Thto point Is so near the head of 
the Bay of Fundy, that the visitor has a good opportunity at the 
proper time of day to see the great " bore ” or tide-wave. I did 
not myself see It, but the description says that "at the beginning 
of the flood-tide a wall of water four to six feet I Igh sweeps up 
the river (the Petitl odlac), and within six hours the stream rises 
over seventy feet." 

I did notice, however, something that Interested me greatly, 
and reminded me again that I was In the old Acadian land. 
Tbeie are extensive meadows near Moncton, and their green ex¬ 
panse level aa a billiard table, is fairly embroidered with the 
closely parallel double walls of low dike* that keep the hundreds 
of meandering tide-channels from overflowing and submerging 
the meadows twice a day. Thus thousands of acres have been 
reclaimed; and better soil by far than the uplands, for It only 
needs to open a flood-gate to water and replenish a field In an 
hour. These low, strong, verdant dikes recalled vividly Long¬ 
fellow’s verses: 

In the Acadian land, on tho shores of the Basin of Minas, 

Distant, seclnded. still, tho little village of Grand Pro 

Lay in the fr .Itfnl valley. Vast meadows stretched to the eastward, 

Giving the village its name, and pasture to flocks without number. 

Dikes, that the hands of the farmers had raised with labor Incessant, 

Shut out the turbulent tides; but at certain seasons the flood-gules 
Opened, and welcomed the sea to wander at will o l,r .‘be 
West and South there were flelds of flax, and orchards and coru-flUds 
Spreading afar and unfenced o’er the plain: anil away to the northward 
B^omldon rose, and the forests old, and slott on the mountains 
Sea-fogs pitched their lent*, and mists from the mighty Atlantic m 
I aiokea on the happy valley, but qy'cr from their statlou descended. 

Leaving Moncton, you change In a few moments at Palnsee 
Junction—a station right in the woods—to a little bob-tailed train, 
and presently And yourself at Shedlac. 

It to a small, scattered town of snug house* along the southern 
shore of Bhedlsc bay, an Inlet from the Gulf of Bt. Lawrence, 
for the reader must now understand that be haa reached the 
eastern coast of New Brunswick- It has three churches With 
steeples and may have others without It has two hotels, so- 
called, and a French weekly newspaper, named Lt AfoniUur 
Acadim The only other public Institution I discovered wa* a 
monstrous railway station, and old bar rooms ornamented with 
quaint print* of English race horses, forgotten a couple of gen- 

er ^The'somebodlee of the village are mostly English ; thenobodle* 
are all French. Thto come* of the conquest of all this region In 
the old Acadian wars. In 1750, for instance, the town was occu¬ 
pied by a French garrison to protect the inhabitant*, and a few 
Tears later, tt to recorded that there were 8,0001 oops and settlers 
here while the roadstead swarmed with light shipping under the 
care of the gun* of a man-of-war or two, with the tri-color at the 
—.p. North of Bhedlac a few miles (stage* run thence every 
day) are thriving settlement*—Cogague, Buctouche, Barchols, 
Bemogue, Ledlsh, and so on—peopled wholly with quiet Acadian 
farmers, who live on the principle, 

“ Where Ignorance I* blUe 
'Twer© folly to be wtM** 4 

Besides the farming and raking of oyster* and mackerel Ashing 
that divide the Urn* of tbe Inhabitant*, there are several aaw-mllls 
ud at tbe bead of the bay, where the tide* and the curve nU fur- 
Stoh power. The lumber they make to called “deal.” (the gam. 
they play must be a lively one, since every Urn* the aaw* whirl 
round they cut for a new deal I) and It la rafted down the length 
of the bay out to the vessels anchored In the deeper wat er,which, 
Mike tha letter In tbe candle, bavecome "from far across the sea. 
\ut pine and spruce are becoming pretty well exhausted, and 
hackmatack knee* are scarcer than ever. 

All thto broad, sleepy bay to full of oysters, or at toast It was 
once. Thto Is a surprising thing to moat people who have always 
lived In tb* United States, since we tasodate oyster* with a 
warm climate and tepid waters, and w* think this far northern 
saa must necessarily be very cold, for we bear that all the land- 
lockad hay* fr eta tight over In Winter, and remember that great 
Basis of Icebergs, Ilk* bin* fantastic nasties, com* sailing down 
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■boat Id tbs fogi off Newfoundland. Bat tbs (set Is tbst In the 
•oatbern part of tbs Golf, where the wires ws>b the shores of 
New Brunswick, Nore BeotU, sod Prince Edward Island, the 
water Is almost as warm In Summer ss that at Newport or Long 
Branch, and much wanner than It ever get* to be on the coast of 
Maine. Just why this Is, It would he hard to explain, perhaps Its 
shallowness Is reason enough; but It accounts fora general mild¬ 
ness of climate and the presence of a great many animals and 
plants that seem out of place In such frigid surroundings. The 
Summer comes early and Ungers late, when we remember the lat¬ 
itude. Mr. Henry J. Cundal, the government’s meterologlcsl 
observer at Charlottetown, P. E. L, keep* a record of noteworthy 
facts through the year, from which I find that In 1870, robins 
were seen February 10, and at the end of March wild geese were 
In market. April notes Include: April 15, crocuses In flower; 

10, robins plenty; 30, Iris sprouting; 31, mayflowers In bloom, 
and cessation of regular frost at night; 34, fresh herrings; 35, 
schooner arrived from Plnette, and currant trees In partial leaf; 

37, last snow of season. This shows an early enough 8prlng, 
though It doesn't tell of the chill In the air which remains much 
later, and Is due to the vast neighborhood of Ice that clings affec¬ 
tionately to the north shore long after the sun has got his fur¬ 
naces well going. 

The moat Important of the wanderers, In the way of animals, 

Is the oyster and his Jldvt achalee the round clam or quahog 
Venae nurcenaria. A good portion of the Canadian cities receive 
their supplies of these delicious mollusks from these bede,and the 
Industry of gathering them and preparing for market, as well as 
gettlDg those consumed at home, forms a very Imnortant share 
of the scanty resources of these shore people. 

The oyster beds are found In sheltered Inlets and bays along 
the New Brunswick coast, all the way from the Bay of Cbaleur 
down, through Mlrlmlchl bay, atRIcblbucto, Buctoucbe, Bhedlac, 
Pugwash, and so on d parly to Plctou. Then the beautiful great 
ealt-water lake of the Bras d’Or, which fills up the Island of Cape 
Breton like the core of an apple, la another home for oysters; 
and, finally, almost the whole coast of Prince Edward Island 
teems with them and their remains, and furnishes the main sup¬ 
plies for the markets of Canada. 

Although I got a Jolly old Frenchman named Frank Go-vang 
In English (but spelled Gluvetn In French), and sculled pretty 
much all over Shediac harbor In search or beds, and In the midst 
of a windy, chilling rain, at that, yet I fancy, you would better 
come over to tbe Inland with me before talking much more about 
these northern oysters. 

The terminus of tbe Intercolonial railway Is at Point du Chene 
(Oak Point) two miles north of Bhedlac There the steamers of 
the Prince Edward Island Steam Navigation Company await you. 
Tee distance across Is thirty-five miles, and In good weather.lt Is 
made In about five hours. 

It was delightfully warm and calm tbe day I embarked. The 
steamer was a trim side-wheeler. I ate a most excellent dinner 
at a cost of fifty cents, while the low, wooded abores were drop¬ 
ping astern, and then str lied out on deck with novel and pipe. 
Good weather, good conscience, good digestion, good tobacco— 

Is the.e anything more to desire 1 Well, there was a fine young 
fellow who was having a particularly pleasant time with a Jolly 
little wife, on tbe other side of the boat; but I reflected that a 
couple of thousand miles could not be bridged In an Instant to 
complete even my bliss; yet there was no use repining at It, and 
so 1 fell to considering how much more comfortable I was than 
I might have been. Tbe sky was benign amj. the earth full-Jew 
eled, that day. We cut our sharp way Shfough an azure sea, 
gleaming with golden penclllngs and touched with fiery sunlight 
In every breaking wave. Is this quiet, stately, steamer plowing 
her course with such dignity through the beautiful water, leaving 
so white and creamy a trail behind her, only a rough commercial 
craft bearing flour and beef and Iron for the sake of a percentage 
of profit? Impossible! It Is a rich barge wafted on and on by 
kind-hearted gods to an enchanting harbor. Mortals are sure of 
me holiday. I am no longer on an anxious business trip, hurried 
for time. I have Joined the young husband and his Jolly mate 
for a pleasure Journey, and care not when or where It ends. 

Did It ever strike you so? 

This friend-forsaken little village of Bummeralde, whither the 
steamer points, owes Its prosperity (and to hear tbe citizens talk 
you wouldn't think It felt a very heavy obligation) to the oysters; 
this calm Bedeque bay, with Its low-lying Islands and red margin, 
was at one time famous for Its fine bivalves. Tbe oysters of 
Bedeque were the “ saddle-rocks " of the Quebec and Montreal 
markets, and their fame extended so far that every oysterman In 
the United States has heard of Bedeque oyBters, though not a 
quarter of them could tell you where they came from. The brand 
remains, but tbe old Bedeque beds were long ago exhausted or 
destroyed and similar Mollusks on tbe north shore pa*s off their 
Inferior qualities under tbe old market reputation. 

The native oysters of this whole region are of Immense size 
and weight of shell. They are loDg, narrow, and curved like a 
scimitar. They vary In taste, that Is, in quality. Those from 
Bhedlac, Malpcque, Caseumpque and Richmond bay (the latter 
localities being on the north side of Prince Edwards Island) are 
most highly esteemed because of their fine substance and strongly 
saline flavor. They live, as has been said, In well-protected har¬ 
bors, having a muddy bottom and a depth of water rarely exceed¬ 
ing three fathoms. Tbe process of growth and the accumulation 
of drifted matter and other organisms has built many of the beds 
almost up to the surface, leaving a channel between neighboring 
colonies. The beds are thus, as a rule, pretty well defined, but 
some of them are inany hundred yards square. Tbe methods of 
procuring these oysters are substantially the tame as those prac¬ 
ticed In the United States, so far as the Bummer fisblDg Is con¬ 
cerned. Butin Winter on tbe main-land the Frenchman who baa 
nothing better to do —and About all of them will come under 
this head—finds his way out upon the loe to a point directly over 
one of the beds and cuts a bole. He ha* no difficulty In finding 
a proper place, for b« baa learned bis bearings from his boyhood. 
Through tbe hole In tbe thick Ice be operates all day, and st 
sunset has piled beside him a great heap of old shells and dead 
debris and two or three bushels of living oysters. Forty years 
ago this was very profitable business, and sleigh-loads of oysters, 
both In the qball and opened, were sent off through tbe woods a 
hundred miles to Bt. Jo n and the towns of Nova Scotia. Now, 
on tbe contrary, If that rich old bay at Bhedlac pans out 800 
bushels a year, Buftimer and Winter, It does Its best; and to the 
Winter fishing Is this decadence to be mainly ascribed. In rak¬ 
ing from a boat ooly a few oysters are taken here and there and 
the worthless stuff brought up is tossed back. Sinking to tbe 
bottom, well rinsed, It forma an excellent foundation for subse¬ 
quent oyster growth. There Is tome reason for tbe assertion 
on* beats made upon the Island, that tba more a locality la raked 
the greater the Improvement of Its beds When a man rakes or 
dredgk t through the lea, however, ha scrapes bare all the bottom 
with.n reach; and he not only In this way removes every living 
oyster from a considerable area, but he leaves behind him a track 
of mud upon which no spawn will ever settle and grow, for be 
throws back not one particle of the dead shells hie rake bring* 
op. This Winter fishing I* only practloed In New Bran*wick. 

Tbe main point of production of thee* oysters at present, ee I 
bare hinted, Is the north shore of Prince Edward Island, known 
In gaoml as the Richmond Bey regloii, and ootnprilng various 


sheltered bays, river mouths and Inlets, one of which, Malfeque, 
gives a market name In Montreal to the oysters from that dis¬ 
trict. The main season for raking la from the flrut of September 
until loe forma, but some raking la done in the Spring; and It la 
always possible to get a meat of oystera In mid-summer, though 
the law makes Juoe, July aud August “dose" months. The 
oysterman are mainly farmers who live ou the low, picturesque 
shores. Indeed, I did not hear of a single person who depended 
wholly on oystering for his living. These farmers each own a 
boat which they call a “ flat," and which la worth ten dollars. 

It la fifteen or sixteen feet long, flat-bottomed, straight-sided, 
strong end rough. Tbe prow Is pointed but the stern la square, 
to allow of sculling, which Is the ordinary method of propulsion. 

Go over to the bey on e calm Sunday, as I happened to do, end 
you will see the wide stretch of mud exposed at low tide, doited 
for mtlea with these boats, all tethered to su anchor by a long 
rope which gives them abnndant swing when the tide comes up. 
That they were a pious folk who operated these crafts was attested 
by the fact that not a single boat was out; and that their observ¬ 
ance was becked up st least by the virtue of honesty, was evident 
from the additional fact that In each boat lay tbe oars, long sound¬ 
ing-pole, rakee and tonga which formed the tools for the week’s 
work. It was an easy matter, therefore, for us to appropriate a 
small boat, push out to one of the few rude end dirty sloops bobbing 
on tbs ripples In the offing, and, loading our borrowed accoutre¬ 
ments, sail away In the prlxe-veseel to steal oysters on Sunday I 
la not this an appalling confession of accumulated crime? 

From September to tbe middle of November the bay presents 
a lively scene, or It would, If all of It could be seen at once; but 
this Inland water la many miles In extent, as Irregular In butllne 
as an old-faabloned fritter, and Intersected by long headlands, 
clothed with spruce woods and terminating In sand-bars where 
flocks of gulls stretch white wlugi high' above tbelr heads, and 
cranes stalk about at low tide lu faDded dignity and sura delight. 

It Is only In tbe little crenulatlons of the coast, therefore, the sub¬ 
bays, that wo can see the men and boate at work, but by travel 
aud queatlons one gets a broader Idea of how extensive an Indus¬ 
try this shell-fish supplies. 

It Is estimated that arouud Richmond and Caacumfreque bays 
about 400 persons engage In tbe raking. Their catch varies, of 
course, at different points, but amount* to about one aud a 
half barrels to each of tbe crew on a fair average. If they sell 
from tbe boat at the shore they get from sixty to eight cents a 
barrel. As a rule, however, they prefer to haul to 8ummerslde, 
from four to ten miles distant, and sell at a dollar, which Is the 
ruling price. The dealers there, as an inducement to trade, 
often lend barrels to tbe fishermen, but the man who sells does 
his own carting. The barrels are second-hand flour-barrels, end 
bold from 300 to 400 oysters. In buying Utile distinction Is 
made, but In selling the warehouseman finds It to advantage to 
pick over his stock, and discovers that those from some locali¬ 
ties (Grand River for Instance) seU better than others. 

With this fell crop of oysters the farmer fishermen calculate to 
pay for their Winter's supply of provisions. Little or no cash, 
therefore, Is dispensed In the sale, the buyer exchanging a barrel 
of flour for from five to seven barrels of oysters. Tbe merchants 
of dry-goods, general groceries, hardware, etc., deal much In tbe 
ume way, storing In their cellars a large Winter supply of tbe 
mollusks. There they will keep alive almost until Bpring. 

The average receipts of these oystermen are therefore difficult 
to estimate. Those best competent to Judge thought the men 
who paid strict attention to the business received from (50 to 
$70 s year from It. This msy be put down at about one-fourtb 
of tbelr total aDuual Income. The working classes on the Island 
think they are doing very well If they make (300 a year. Every 
man of them la a year In debt. When the warehouseman de¬ 
livers hla flour Id exchange for the oysters It Is really next Fall’s 
crop he buys, for the oysters he has Just received were owed to 
him for the previous Winter’s provisions. When a farmer dies, 
therefore, some wholesale dealer lu Bummeralde bids good-bye to 
a debt amounting to hla season’s trade with the dead man the 
previous Fell. 

It Is probably within bounds to say that (35,000 wonld cover 
the capltalengaged In this business, of all the wholesale dealers In 
the island together. The business la not now su good as for¬ 
merly; that Is, far larger profits used to be realized. But tbe 
shipments of oysters have grown year by year until Prince Ed¬ 
ward Island alone sends out about 15,000 barrels annually, aud 
the main land perhaps 5,000 more. 

But I have written enough for this letter. Next time I shall 
beg to offer some suggestions upon Prince Edward Island as a 
pleasant land In general, and upon the reasons for the extinc¬ 
tion of so many of its bods. Ernest Ingbbsoll.

Westward to the Rockies.

Editor Chicaoo Field; —From Omaha, 1,000 feet above the 
sea, one glides westward over prairies, past prosperous towns, and 
cannot well realise at Kearney, but 300 miles away, that his train 
has climbed 1,000 feet. There Is, to be sure, an Increased appe¬ 
tite at meal time, and the atmosphere seems purer, and by the 
time you are rolled along another hundred miles you are 3,000 
feet above tide-water; aud at a point eighty miles esst of Chey¬ 
enne you are convinced, though reluctantly, for you are but 500 
miles from Omaba, that you are at au elevation of 6,000 feeL 
That tbe Iron borse Is now climbing In earnest Is evident‘‘to the 
dullest, for forty-one miles brings us to tbs highest point on tbe 
road, Sherman, 8,343 feet above tbe sea, from which uninviting 
and even desolate station—after thinking of our friends, away 
beneath us, who are “doing tbe White Mountains In New Eng¬ 
land—ws quickly go down grade past Laramie and Medicine Bow 
to Fl Steele. Rawlins, the point of departure for the troops 
who have Just relieved Paynes little unhorsed command, baa an 
elevation of 6,733 feet, about on a level with “ Steele," from 
which It Is but fifteen miles distant. Though on the Laramie 
plains there Is an excellent range for cattle, and the klugi among 
the stockmen are now wealthy, the region, for tbe average man 
need to tbe conveniences of civilisation, la anything but charm¬ 
ing, and In Winter, particularly, one sadly misses tbe comforts 
of an Eastern borne, wi.Ue soldier and hunter are apt to 
anatbematlxe a region which, In general, gives tbe camper such 
smell quantities of good and water, and occasionally affords not 
even a Jack rabbit for the men kettle 

Ofthie Rocky Mountain area, whose Immensity can be con¬ 
ceived of by saying that It la equal In extent to half the territory 
of the UnUed Slain, some of It la ausceptlble of cultivation wbeu 
Irrigated, but when tbe available streams, big sad little, ere 
utilised for this purpose, bow much of thli ares can be reclaimed I 
Fifty per cent., as tome have said? No; possibly Iwo per cent. 
would be eearer the truth; while of the Interminable stretches of 
forbidding country embraced In this general region, qot more 
than three per cent. Is decently forest-clad. Back toward Chey¬ 
enne, and on beyond the great Salt Lake, and to the north aod 
to tba sooth, the traveler Is often compelled to traverse end to 
camp In vast ansa where lifeless alkaline deserts, gaping canons, 
a thousand feat deep, and barren rocks eroded Into numberless 
horrid, demonise forms, weary and disgust tba worn-out soldier, 
who, after e poor supper, seeks hla frosty blankets, amid the 
boot of the owl and cry of eoyote, to visit In dream* the old

Editor Chicaoo Field; —I got np early one morning, ate a 
cold breakfast and started on my fox-bontlng trip to Maryland. 

It was Bummer time, It Is true, and not tbe regular season, but 
still, by avoiding the heat of the day, and hunting during the 
bright moonshlny nights, one could sec do small amount of 
sport. 

My plan was to make a visit to a favorite uncle, a young “ bach," 
but a little older than myself, and there at “ Bachelor’s Hall’’ to 
have a good time. Tbe distance was more than fifty miles, but 
I decided to make It In a day ou horseback and carry the bounda 
with me; so the distance, as well as my Impatience to be off, 
made me, ss I said, Indulge lu a cold collation while the rest of 
the family were enjoying their forty morning winks. My charger 
on this occasion was no other than an ambling West Virginia 
pony, Rabbit by name, wbo upon tbe road could bear well tbe 
whip and spur, but when tbe fox was np required a firm hand to 
hold him. For following the hounds where the country Is rough, 
where Ivy cliffs and ravtoesare numerous and the undergrowth 
almost too thick for a dog, “ Old Rabbit" had but few equals. 
Watt Tlulln’s nag In the Lay of the laat Minstrel must have been 
Just such another. 

“ * * * A small and shaggy nag, 

That through a bog from bag to tag 
Could bound like any Bllbope stag.” 

I owned only two dogs myself, so I borrowed two more for tbe 
trip. “ Lady’’ (’tie always polite to mention the ladles first) was 
lent me by my friend Colonel B. (a veteran Id the chase as In 
war). She was white, spotted with lemon and black, a little 
beauty aud as game as a rat, but almost too delicate for tbe work 
before her. “ Drummer,” the property of a young friend, was 
quite another type of dog; his color was red except a small white 
spot In bis breast; large boned and well muscled, It was but -a 
small matter to him whether tbe chase lasted for one hour or 
for twelve. But alas, his education bad been sadly neglected, and 
If a fox was not convenient, any old bare would possess sufficient 
attractions to entice blm from the path of rectitude. 

My own dogs, Rowdy and Rival, were litter-brothers, black tans, 
and as much alike as two pees, except when on the chase; then 
the difference was appsreut. But virtue end vice ere only com¬ 
parative terms after all, and no matter bow admirable a man or 
dog may be, should he be placed beside a superior, his virtues 
cease to be admired, and after a while sink Into actual vices. 
Thus were Rival’s good qualities o’erehadowed by those of his 
brother. He was a handsome uog, but was not Rowdy more so? 
He was a fast dog and long on the stay,but could not Rowdy out- 
foot blm a mile In aD hour, and when a twelve-hour chase was 
done be the ooly dog fresh and eager for another I Rival had but 
few equals where the trail was cold end bard to make out, but 
while he was thus employed how olteu would Rowdy’s tongue 
announce that he bad struck s lt a quarter of a mile ahead where 
It was hotter and easier to work. With such a dog as Rowdy, Is 
It to be wondered at that a boy of twenty should become a mono¬ 
maniac on tbe subject of fox-bunting? 

A change of clothes packed In a pair of saddle-bags, together 
with a mid-day lunch and several pounds of dog-bread, was my 
ouly luggage, and with this Rabbit, and 1 were soon wending our 
way onward, tbe hounds following under couple. 

1 carried lu my pocket a small cow’s horn, for calling the dogs 
as a matter of course, aod for another purpose. By putting tbe 
finger In tbe small end a convenient cup could be made, and 
Adam’e ale eeldom was ss sweet from another brim, and In there, 
too, as good a toddy could be made as need ever wet tbe throat 
of thirsty mortal. But for Juleps ’twas not so good, not from 
any fault of the cup Itself, but from the provoking fact that Ice 
and mint would never grow wild at tbe same time. This kera¬ 
tinous appendage of a maternal bovine administered somewhat to 
my comfort on this long and loDely ride, and I arrived at my 
Journey’s end none the worse from thus taking a horn. 

Enjoyment was now the order of the day, so with tbs dawn the 
dogs were loosed, and after giving each a small piece of hard 
baked coru-bread, the yard gate was opened. No farther effort 
was necessary on our part, for the dogs would at once take the 
field and In two minutes wonld be working away on Sir Rey- 
nurd’s track. Never did they fall to find a trail In the pasture 
field In front of the house; sometimes hot aud aometlmes cold, 
but there It always was. 

Now for the sport I By walking to and fro from tbe front to 
tbs bsck porch, more than bait tbe chase could be seen; then we 
would mount our horses and jolu In tbe ebaae. To go It English 
fashion we did not aspire, for to let out our boraes for a quarter 
or half a mile and urge on the dogs with cheers that brought back 
echoes from the distant hills, would send our life’s blood thrilling 
through our veins and waken feelings quite uuknowu to those 
dull, listless mortals to whom the pleasures of the chase are aa a 
book unopened. Where Is tbe hunter that does not In hit soul 
pity the man that once told me, "If he wanted to hear a dog 
halloo he would tie him to a tree and whip him, aDd not go 
galloping about the country like some one mad?"

Not many days after my arrival tbe weather turned cool and 
cloudy, and afforded me an opportunity to test my dogs with 
some of those In the county. There were none nearer than five 
miles, so we were off early to look np some one to Join ui las 
chase. Tbe first two owners of bounds we saw made excuses for 
not running, thus: “ Dogs could not run a fox until after frost;” 
" The weather was too wet for any man to go fox-hnotlng." 
Finally we found a gentleman willing " to have a little fun," and 
off we went to the hunting grounds. No sooner there than we 
rode up to one of the gentlemen, wbo, In the morning thought 
dogs could not run this time of the year; now, however, he bad 
changed his mind, and waa about to have a quiet ItUle ebaae to 
hlmasIf. Slick, trim and active, are the terms that beat applied 
to these dogs with whom I was now to become acquainted. I 
bad no fear for a long chase, but some of them resembled the 
greyhound so much that I feared they might out-foot my slower 
dogs at tbe start, and give to my fellow aportemeo an opportu¬ 
nity to exult In tbelr favoritee; but fate willed It otherwise. 

Tbe doge ware cast off, and In a few minutes bounced an old 
red, end were off before anyone got elgbl of them. They took a 
big circle of about four miles, end back they came toward the 
starting point. Ws were all grouped on a small hill In a tobaooo

At Bahrjn 
the arid shore has no fresh water, yet a com¬ 
paratively numerohs population contrive to live 
tjjiere, thanks to the copious sprlogs which break 
forth from the bottom of the sea. The fresh 
water Is got by diving. The diver, sitting In 
his boat, winds a great goat-skin bag around his 
left arm, the hand grasping Its mouth; then 
takes in his right hand a heavy stone to which 
Is attached a strong line, and thus equipped he 
plunges In and quickly reaches the bottom. 
Instantly opening the bag over a strong Jet of 
fresh water, he sprlogs up the ascending 
current, at the same time closing the bag, and 
Is helped aboard. TheVonc Is theu hauled up, 
and the diver, after taking breath, plunges 
again. The source of the copious submarine 
springs la thought to be In the green hills of 
Osmao, some five or six hundred miles distant.

Parasites in Poultry. —When the hen¬ 
house and the birds are infested with these 
Insects there Is nothing like a thorough clean¬ 
ser. Let the house be well llmewasbed from top 
to bottom; fresh lime will prove too strong for 
them, and nothing need b.' seen until another 
season. Usually about July the parasites begin 
to be the most troublesome, fleas then Infesting 
the neets and giving much trouble to whoever 
enters the heu-house. Let the lime, therefore, 
be used by April or May, and again In July If 
they are not all gone. Sulphur Is certain If It 
can be properly managed, but there Is saifth 
difficulty In conveying the fumes into all the 
crlnks and crannies of a roost house. With re¬ 
gard to the birds themselves, a little kerosene 
or paraffine rubbed under the wlogs and thighs 
and on the bead will be too much for the In¬ 
truders, and if this were done more frequently 
there would be fewer yards Infested.— Country.
